out to the Democrats. As a matter of 
fact, Mr. Allen has never hesitated to 
take the ground that Populists of the 
West differ radically in their demands 
from those of tbe South, who follow 
Watson. 
The Western Populists, says 


Mr. Allen, have made the free coinage 
of silver their one issue in this cam 
paign, and differing- as they do therein 
from Mr. Watson, who advocates fiat 
money pure and simple, it is not denied 
by Mr. Allen that their wishes are 
more likely to be realized by the elec- 
tion of Bryan and Sewall than by the 
election of Mr. Watson. 


A new difficulty has just arisen in the 


Populist camp. According- to the state 
code of Georgia, presidential electors 
in that state must have a majority of 
all the votes cast. Tn all othar states 
the plurality of a popular vote is sulii- 
cient for the election of those who are 
to cast the vote for president. There 
are in Georg-ia three electoral tickets, 
one for Kryan and Sewall. one. for 
Bryan and Watson and one for McKin 
ley and Hobart. In order for Mr. Wat- 
son to captiire the electoral vote of hi.i 
own state, therefore., it would beiu'ccs 
sary for him to poll more vole* than 
the Democrats and Republicans ' cum 
bined.

Garrison, a clerk in the postoffice »t 
North Bend, Ind., faced U S Comrrvt»- 
sioncr Campbell Tuesday morning upon 
a charge of tampering with the mails, 
preferred by Tom S. Balslcy of Hoone 
county, Ky. Miss Garrison's widowed 
mother is the postmistress, and it was 
during her absence that Miss Garrison, 
who, under the fourth class provisions 
is a clerk of the post-office, assumed 
and had charge of all mail received and 
delivered. Mr. Balsley claimed that 
letters passing between himself and a 
Miss Emma Wamslcy had been opened 
and then sealed up again. Miss Garri- 
son denies any knowledge of the letters 
having been tampered with. She has 
been in the postoffice 
over twelve 


years, she and her mother having're- 
ceived their appointments during Presi- 
dent Cleveland's first, term, aud Presi- 
dent Harrison, whose home was North 
Bend for many years, being personally , 
acquainted with these Indies, would 
not permit their removal.

The farmer is buying noth- 
ing now beyond the absolute necessi- 
ties, and the farmer raises most of .his 
own necessities. We have talked 're- 
cently with Pittaburg manufacturing 
firms of the gold persuasion, and they 
agree that their agents returning from 
the West, instead of bringing orders, 
bring only requests for i extensions of 
payments. 
There is one unvarying 


answer, we are told, from D ninth to 
St. Louis, to the representatives of our 
iron and steel houses. It is admitted 
that prices are low beyond precedent, 
that the crops are magnificent, and 
that the whole western country .is 
waiting for the wheels of industry to 
commence turnir.g, but they won't 
turn. And sifting iJ down, it is found 
the reason is because the farmers have 
nothing wherewith to purchase. Oats 
at 15 cents a bushel,Fcorn at 20 cents 
and wheat "at 40 cents on the farms 
gives them absolutely no surplus of 
money. 
They have to add to their 


mortgages to pay interest .on prior" 
mortgages. No fair man studying the 
question can reach any other conclusion 
than that these panic prices for agri- 
cultural products result from the ad- 
vance in the purchasing power of gold. 


To be exact, tables covering the 


movement of prices of 223 articles 
from 1873 down to 1891, and to be 
found in senate report No. 1,894, sec- 
ond session Fifty-second congress, and 
of 100 staple commodities from 1891 
down to a Jdate, based on "Brad- 
street's," show that gold prices on July 
last were 40.44 per cent-lower than in 
1873,' or that $59.56 in gold on the 1st 
of July last wonld purchase as great a 
quantity of produce in general as $100 
in 1873. 
And while gold prices have 


thus fallen by over '40 per cent, the 
gold price of silver has fallen but 46.76 
per cent. The purchasing power of sil- 
ver, as measured by commodities in 
general, has fallen but little—only a 
fraction of 10 percent since 1878. Here 
is the reason why our Pittsbnrg manu- 
facturers, instead of getting orders 
form the West, are receiving applica- 
tions for extensions of overdue paper. 
The purchasing power of the people 
has been destroyed. 
Thus we see that 


what operates on the Illinois or Dakota 
farmer affects the factory of the East. 


But to return to this Mr. Cooper, of 


the Chicago dry goods firm, and his 
view of the situation. 
He says:

Mr. Ulmer O. Kerr Now Sojourning in the 


Mountain* of Colorado Writes to a 


Friend of a BlfDeer Cbnie He En. 


Joyed—Saw a Dozen or Soot tbe 
Creatures Daily But Didn't 


Kill a One. 


Following is an extract from a 


lighly entertaining letter written by 
Mr. Ulmer G. Kerr, formerly connected 
with the Times, to his old friend, J. 
Bfowe Collier. It will be remembered 
that Mr. Kerr sought the restoring cli- 
mate of Colorado for the benefit of fail- 
ing health. 
He has been 
climbing 


sround away up in the mountains, and 
;he letter is written from Steamboat 
Springs, a little camp up on the head- 
waters of Green river, in Kontt county. 
Mr. Kerr's party were just returning 
from a two weeks' hunt up in Elk 
mountains, where deer are more plenti- 
ful than rabbits in this section. Mr. 
Kerr writes: 


"We are here at the spriags again 


after having spent fifteen days in camp 
on the Elk river, about twenty miles 
northwest of this place. Intended send- 
ing you a line from camp, but kept 
putting it off until I killed a buck deer 
—which I didn't. I am right sorry to 
owii up, but in spite of two days' hard 
tramping I can produce nothing deader 
than a pretty sore shoulder. Even a 
light gun gets Leavy about 6 p. m. 
Guess I shot at a dozen deer, probably, 
tiit some of them, but couldn't quite 
"touch the spot." 


"But I am not the only one, thank 


fortune. 
There is Montgomery and 


Ingram, both hustling natives; Bender 
and Robbing, too, are considered ac- 
climated, yet neither got a deer, not 
even a fawn, though we saw about 
twelve every day. 
It remained for a 


tenderfoot, my old Illinois chum, Tom 
Crawford, to land the only deer we got. 
He killed a buck fawn the first day, 
and later a full grown eight pronged 
buck—a Jim dandy and no mistake, 
but Tom is modest and doesn't lord it 
over us very strong. 


"Of fishing and of fish we all get our 


fill more times than one. Sweet moun- 
tain trout from six to twelve and eigh- 
teen inches long! Gamey? Well, I 
guess! A twelve pound trout feels like 
a Texas steer on tho end of a fishing 
line. 
Say, but deer steaks aud roast

MR. KELLEY 
LOSES HIS 
SUIT. 


The Clrcnit Court ID Cincinnati Yesterday 


Reversed the Decision of 
iiie Com- 


mon Pleas Court in Sin T"wvor. 


The celebrated case of^Ph. Kelly 


against the O. P. & V. railroad was 
given another whirl in the courts yes- 
terday when the circuit court at Cin- 
cinnati reversed the decision of the 
common pleas court of Wilmington in 
favor of Mr. Kelly. 
The suit grew out 


of the building of the bridge across the 
Soioto for the O. P. & V. by Mr. Kelly. 
It is a controversy between a mechanics 
lien taken by Mr. Kelly on the bridge 
and a first mortgage given by the 
original owners of the road to secure 
their bonds as to .which had the prior 
claim. \Yheii the road was sold several 
years ago, the master commissioner 
was instructed by the court to hold 
money to meet this claim aud pay it to 
whichever party the courts might de- 
cide was entitled to it; 


A law passed years ago by the Ohio 


legislature provided that as soon as a 
railroad company had surveyed their 
line they could issue bonds and that 
these bonds should act as a first mort- 
gage on the road aud it was under this 
law that the mortgage in question, was 
given. 
The sum in dispute, with in- 


terest, now amounts to about §35,000. 
Mr. Kelly brought suit in Wilmington 
and secured a judgment in his favor 
and this judgment was reversed yester- 
day. 
Judge H. O. Thompson aud Mr. 


Hollister, of Cincinnati, represent the 
C. P. & V. railroad and Judge J. W. 
Baniion and John J. Glidden, of Cin- 
cinnati, Mr. Kelly. The case will be 
appealed to the supreme court.

. "Left-Handed People" 
was 
the 


unique subject .on which Dr. E. T. 
Nelson, of Delaware College, lectured 
last night before the teachers' institute, 
to a large and appreciative audience. 


The lecture of Dr. Nelson is an old 


one, but full of much interest when 
taken up in the able manner -in which 
he presented it to his hearers last 
night. He treated the subject from a 
scientific and physiological standpoint. 
A number of drawings, illustrating the 
subject matter of the talk, aroused a 
keener interest in the lecture Dr. Nel- 
son is not a pleasant talker and he 
failed at times to throw the proper 
spirit of enthusiasm into his lecture, 
which was unnecessarily abreviated in 
many respects. 


The lecturer called attention to the 


fact that two per cent of mankind were 
left-handed. While everything is being 
done to educate the right-handed per- 
son, the left-handed people received no 
special attention whatever. The lect- 
urer then went on to consider what 
constituted left-handedness and the 
part it played in the struggle for exist- 
ence, as treated from a scientific stand- 
point. The organs of locomotion are 
taken as the safest guides to methods 
of zoological classification instead of 
the internal organs of the body, as 
might at first be supposed. The organs 
of locomotion were used more than any 
other, and their number exceedingly 
important. The higher the locomotive 
series, the lower the animal. The 
speaker thought the greatest definition 
of man was that given by the dying 
French savant, who exclaimed on his 
deathbed, "Man is that strange animal 
with a hand." The question is fre- 
quently asked, what is the greatest dis- 
covery of the last twenty-five years? 
While the comparison was hard to 
make, the lecturer considered 
that 


made by the late Prof. Dana as one of 
the greatest, when he -discovered that 
all animals were symetrical. The boy 
who defined the horse as an animal 
with a leg on each corner, and if it did 
not have a leg on each corner was not 
a horse, expressed tb? same thought as 
the great scientist. 
Prof. Dana made 


the observation that no animal had 
more than two organs exactly of the 
same kind. They were either singly or 
in pairs. The law of symmetry was a 
marvelous one, and the slightesc irreg- 
ularity well worth patient study. 


Civilized human beings were not 


always symmetrical. Ninety-eight peo- 
ple out of a hundred have the right 
side more fully developed than the left. 
The right hand, the right foot, all or- 
gans of the right side of the body, are 
more fully developed than those of the 
left. 
Nature's law is symmetry, and 


their regularity is only occasionally 
noted in wild animals and plants. The 
lecturer exhibited a drawing showing a 
right and left-handed begonia, also a 
right and left-handed shell. Take the 
whelk found along the Atlantic coast. 
You might search forever along' the 
coast, from Cape Cod 'to Florida, and 
you could not find a left-handed whelk. 
But just off the coast of Florida is a 
line infinitessimally small, separating 
the right-handed whelks from the left- 
handed species on the other side around 
the gulf coat, where a right-handed 
whelk was as hard to find as those of 
the other species on the northern At- 
lantic"" coast. Take the well known 
perriwinkle for another illustration. 
When young, there are about half of 
them left-handed, but as they become 
grown, all are right-handed. The find- 
ing of a left-handed adult perriwinkle 
would be a discovery worth noting in 
the scientific world. 
Left-handedness 


is noticed occasionally in highly do- 
mesticated animals. 


The lecturer then proceeded to go 


into the theory of left handedness. 
He 


looked wholly to science for a solution 
of the mystery and did not take any 
stock in many of ..the theological expla- 
nations offered. ~ Sir 
Thos. 
Brown, 


high ecclesiastical authority, 
offered 


the theory that Adam was a perfect 
man before the rib was taken from 
him to make Eve. His symmetrical pro- 
portion was lost when- that rib was cut 
out, and mankind has been 
right- 


handed on that account ever since. If 
the rib had never been extracted, man 
would have been equally right and 
left-handed. 
The lecturer objected to 


this theory, as he did not want to put 
all the blame on womankind. Another 
equally fallacious theory was offered 
that right-handedness was caused by 
mothers carrying their offspring on the 


offered v several illustrations showing 
the size, position, bands, etc., of that 
organ, which went to bear out his 
theory. The seat of life has never been 
discovered. 
An army surgeon once 


conducted a series of observations with 
the object of locating the seat of life. 
But his observations were unsuccessful 
in so far as he discovered that every 
part of the brain had been pierced with 
a bullet without proving fatal. 
As an 


instance of remarkable recovery after 
injury to the brain, the lecturer cited 
the case of the Vermont granite quarry- 
man, Game, wno had an iron bar 
driven through his skull by an explos- 
ion and still lived. The barWas 8 
feet long and \% inches in diameter. 
It went down through the top of the 
head. After the accident the man got 
in an ox-cart, rode three miles over 
rough roads to his home, walked up 
three flights of stairs and went to bed. 
In three months his physician pro- 
nounced him out of danger, and in six 
months he was almost recovered. 
He 


lived twelve years and suffered no more 
inconvenience than the loss of hearing 
and the sight of one eye and had fre- 
quent convulsions. The change in the 
man's character was something won- 
derful. 
Before the accident he was an 


honest, upright, Christian gentleman, 
trusted and honored by all his friends. 
After the accident his character under- 
went a complete change. 
He was base 


in speech and thought, untruthful, and 
possessed of all the attributes of the 
most debased criminal with all distinc- 
tion of right and wrong completely 
blotted out. 


The lecturer called attention to the 


statistics of crime, which showed a 
large proportion of left-handed crimi- 
nals. The left-handed man who went 
wrong had less chances of escaping the 
law than his right-handed brother. It 
? 


was much easier for the police to catch i IlT. MliCS 
the left-haudecS fellow. 


The lecturer's theory, accountable 


for right and left-handedness, was not 
very clearly set forth and was incom- 
plete in many important respects. 
He 


thought it due to the relative anatomi- 
cal size of the two brain hemispheres. 
One brain, being 6 per cent larger than 
the other, had more nervo power, caus- 
ing the organs of that side to be more 
fully developed in all respects. 


Dr. Nelson closed his lecture with an 


earnest plea for the introduction of 
manual labor in the schools. In view 
of the connection, between body and 
brain and the power each excercifies 
over the other, he thought it a grand! 
thing if every boy and girl could but 
have a knowledge of some trade. 
The 


lecturer referred to an old friend of his 
who conld use both hands in writing 
at the same time, and not only that, 
but could write on two different sub- 
jects at the same time, having that 
power over the two brains to make 
them think independent of each other. 
Another , similar case was that of a 
Washington seuiiie reporter who could 
follow along with me hand, writing 
verbatim shorthand reports of the sen- 
ate work and with che other leisurely 
write out in long hand an account of 
the senate's doings for a New York 
newspaper. These people were left- 
handed, and the speaker tnought it'3 
blessing to he born left-handed. . The 
importance and advantage of training 
both hands of their pupils was urged 
upon the teachers.

^A Revolver and an Empty Whisky 


. 'Bottle Found Beside the 


Remains. 


Columbus, O., Aug. 20.—G. W. Ka.v..- 
man, a dairyman residing close to the 
county infirmary, made a find Tuesday 
thatrturned up the skeleton of a man - 


" who had either committed suicide many 
, weeks ago or had met with foul play. 
' The identity of the body has not been 
.established and it is likely that it may 
not be for a long time, 'if ever. 


Mr. Kauffman was working- in his 
corn, cutting it and putting1 it up *°r 


* fodder, and as he was turning his horeo 
at the.end of the row the horse stepped 
on a round body that rolled from under 
his hoof and nearly threw the animal 
down. A stench arose that, coupled 
"with the queerness of the object be- 
neath the horse's hoof, caused Mr. 
Kauffman to take a closer view. When 
lie did so he was horrified to find that 
it was the skull of a human being. 
whitened by exposure to the elements 
and the burning sun for the past sum- 
mer. 
A few tufts of hair remained to 
show that the skull evidently belonged 
to the body of a man and that man was 
of a blond type, as the hair was rather 
light. 
Investigating further, Mr. Kauffman 


found the body to which the skull be- 
longed, and the conjecture that the 
skull b' longed to the body of a man of 
medium height proved correct. 
The 
flesh had all decayed from the bones, 
leaving a skeleton clothed as. in life. 
The clothes were of a grayish color. 
Beside the body was found a revolver 
of the Harrington & Richardson manu- 
facture, 44-caliber, seven-shot and ful- 
ly loaded except one chamber, which 
had a shell, but no ball. 
A knife and

before he expired," continued the am- 
bassador, "had been sufficient to re- 
veal to me the frightful plot to which 
1 had narrowly escaped falling- a vic- 
tim. 
There could no longer be a ques- 


tion, that the white thread which I had 
twice conic across on this night, first 
on my own clothes, and then on those of 
the unfortunate minister, was a signal 
of the most terrible kind. It was not for 
nothing that I had found my path so 
obstinately blocked by that cripple, 
till his confederate had time to catch 
me up from behind. But for the acci- 
dent of the equerry's having drawn i/iy 
nttention to it, the assassin, I could not 
doubt, would have found on my back the 
token which he sought, and I should 
Imve shared the fate of the man whom 
I had just seen breathe his last. 


"To the motives of tlie assassins, Star- 


ovitch had also given me a clew. It was 
evident that he had connected his mur- 
der \vith the mysterious packet which 
lie had confided to me during the ban- 
quet. It was impossible to resist Hie 
idea that this packet contained some- 
thing which rendered it fatal to its pos- 
sessor and in my excitement I even 
went so far as to accuse Baron Douren- 
ski in 1113' own luiud of having foreseen 
this danger and purposely escaped it 
by a diplomaticrcftreat. 


"In the meantime I saw myself con- 


fronted by an unseen peril, at whose 
nature I could only vaguely guess. You 
\vill have recognized, of course, my mo- 
tives for saying nothing to the police 
oflicials.
